All rationing controls have been removed from sales of farm machinery, and 
restrictions on the production or importation of such machinery have been lifted.

RATION COUPONS 


Coupons covering farmer sales or farm household consumption of meat and butter, and 
sales of preserves must be forwarded to Local Ration Boards in primary producers’ envelopes 
(RB-61). Reports for November should reach the Local Ration Boards not later than December 10.

Farmers are required to send in “M" coupons to the Local Ration Board for meat they 
consume, and meat they sell to farmer neighbours at the rate of 4 Ibs. per coupon. Farmers 
who slaughter meat need not turn in at the end of the month more than half the valid meat 
coupons in the ration books of their household. Farmers who purchase meat from other farmers 
must surrender to the selling farmer one meat coupon for every 4 Ibs. of meat purchased, even 
if this means surrendering coupons not yet valid. 


FARM SLAUGHTERERS 


Farmers who slaughter for their own household consumption or for the consumption of 
their farmer neighbours, are not required to hold a slaughter permit. Any excess of farm 
slaughtered meat over the farmer's or his neighbour's needs may be sold only to the holder 
of a regular slaughter permit in quantities.not less than a quarter of Beef or a side of Pork. 
Sheep, lamb or calves slaughtered by the farmer for his own or his neighbours’ use may not be 
sold into the meat trade. 

Licensed slaughterer’s quotas for cattle have been temporarily suspended and until 
further notice a licensed slaughterer may slaughter all the cattle needed for his requirements,

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The Housing Problem 


HOUSING IS REGARDED as Canada's greatest post-war problem. 
Congestion and lack of living accommodation is felt most severely in the 
large cities, but there is almost no community which has not been affected 
by the serious housing shortage which has developed here since 1939. It 
is estimated that by the end of the calendar year following VE-Day, 
50,000 new dwellings will have been completed, but it has been necessary 
to plan a considerably larger program to meet the need for houses in the 
following years. In addition to the need for new homes, there is much 
repair work to be done on dwellings and buildings, since labour and material

Indians In Canada 
Census Taken Last Year Shows 
Population Not On Decline 

Contrary to popular belief, Can- 
ada’s Indian population is not on the 
decline. 

Hon, J. A. Glen, Minister in charge 
of Indian Affairs, has announced that 
the Indian population is 125,666 and 
is increasing at the rate of 1,500 per 


year. Living in the prairie provinces 
are 42,532 Indians. © 


The minister said that according 
taken in 1944, 15,938 
Indians were residing in Manitoba; 


| 14,158 in Saskatchewan, and 12,441 


in Alberta. 

The distribution through the other 
provinces is—-British Columbia 25,- 
515; Ontario 32,421; Quebec 15,194; 
New Brunswick 2,074; Nova Scotia 
2,364; Prince Edward Island 266; 
Yukon 1,531; Northwest Territories 
3,816. 

There are 7,658 Indians over the 
age of 65, while there are approxi- 
mately 5,000 over 70. 

The Indians have 5,500,000 acres 
of land of their own, and a number 
of the reserves contain the best agri- 
cultural land in Canada, however 
there is a comparatively small acre- 
age under cultivation, In 1944 land 
under cultivation amounted to only 
189,829 acres.

Shest ably more grave, That country was already fac- 
In Britain ing a shortage of living accommodation in 1939, 
and during the war years this condition was greatly aggravated, since no 
new construction was possible, and in addition, many millions of homes 
were destroyed by enemy bombs, It is estimated that in the London area 
alone, almost two million houses were destroyed or damaged and that of 
these, forty-two thousand were totally demolished, and that in spite of 
an intensive drive to repair those houses which were only partially destroyed, 
it was reported that there are still seven hundred thousand damaged houses 
in the London area. Similar conditions exist in many other parts of Bri- 
tain, and the government there has undertaken a vast building and town- 


planning enterprise as part of its reconstruction program,

FLOATING HARBOR 

The floating harbor that liberated 
Europe, known as Mulberry, took 
100,000 men seven months to build. 
Telescopic roadways 80 feet long 
were a remarkable feature of Mul- 
berry, the prefabricated Allied har- 
bor used in D-Day.

| Concrete Houses 
|Being Built In England To Speed 
Up Housing 


To speed up housing construction 
and to save labour a new British 
Structure is being demonstrated at 
an exhibition of concrete houses near 
London at Eastcote, Middlesex. 
Wooden frames and huge moulds for 
lee walls, with the necessary open- 
ings for windows, doors, water and 
gas-pipes, etc., are erected on the site 
by means of cranes. The concrete is 
then poured into the moulds resulting 
in 12-inch thick, weather-proof and 
heat-retaining ‘walls. The wooden 
frames and moulds are then removed 
by the cranes, The front of the house 
is built of bricks and the roof is pre- 
fabricated. It is estimated that the 
erection can be carried out, to a 
|great extent, by unskilled labour and

It is said in order to learn the value of anything, 
try to make one yourself. In the case of a kilowatt 
hour of electricity, you’ll find it quite a task to make 
even one. 

Several years ago a stationary bicycle was built 
to drive an electric generator. At numerous 
Electrical Shows many tried their hand, or rather 
legs, at generating electricity. At one show, 213 
people pecaled the machine until they were tired, 
and their combined work produced only 21 kilowatt 
hours of electricity! 

At Madison Square Garden a champion six-day 
bicycle rider pedaled this same machine in a 
desperate sprint of one minute. The meter showed 
that he made about five-hundreth of a kilowatt hour. 
If he and his team mate had kept up this sprint for 
six days and nights (impossible of course) they 
together would have made about 47c worth of 
electricity — poor pay for a week’s work for two 
famous athletes.
